The Bank of England. 
A little more than two hundred 
y **urs ag o, a number of money ed pe*- 
s » us (a “ sy ndicate” we would call 
tlmm now) advanced to the Eng lish 
g overnment then iu a tig ht box for 
m )Qey on account of foreig n wars— 
th“ sum of $ 6,000,000, at a stipulated 
rute of interest. 
As a further reward 
for the loan, they wt*?of on » J uly 27th, 
1631, formed a corporation, and per- 
m tted to issuo notes to the extent of 
their loans to the g overnment, such 
Ion j > behig considered the amount of 
the bank’s capital. 
Under this ar­ 
rang ement this capital has g rown as 
follows: 
In 1708, it wan $ 8,700,000; 
m 17:18, it was £ 36,400,000; 
in lsl6, 
£•’>3.714,010; in 1866, £ 60,000,000 
In 
1747, owing to the attempt of Charles 
Edward upon Scotland, there was a 
run upon the banks, and to g ain time< 
pay ments were made in shilling s and 
sixpences. 
In 1707 there was a g en­ 
eral panic; the bank had ouly £ 6,000,- 
000 in cash, and notes poured in for 
redemption from every quarter; 300 
out of 350 fcng ihil; banks failed. 
In 
this crisis, the g overnment ora©i« u 
suspension of specie pay ment, and 
thoug h tho notes were at some dis­ 
count.

averted.

HOW CABLES ARE SENT. 


T h e Two System* of Sabmerlae end O w * 
I swad Telegraphy Are Very Different. 
Tho manner in which messages 
are sent and received over tho trans­ 
atlantic cables between this country 
and Euroj)o is very different from 
that in which telegrams are trans­ 
mitted. 
Tho two systems of submarine and 
overland telegraphy, although but 
two dejjartmonts of tho one science 
and in many ways closely connect­ 
ed, aro yet entirely different one 
from tho other. 
Tho ajqiaratus, the methods of sig­ 
naling and even tho telegraphic 
characters that form the alphabet 
aro altogether dissimilar, and tho 
most export land lino oi>erator would 
be as much at a loss in an attempt 
to send a message over the cable as 
would a locomotive engineer. 
Instead of the loud clatter and din 
and tho incessant clicking of brass 
sounders so familiar to every one as 
tho distinctive characteristic of a 
telegraph office, there is in the cable 
office absolute silence so far as the 
manipulation of tile instruments is 
concerned. 
Instead of themessago being rattled 
off by tho tongue of a brass sound­ 
er into the ear of the operator they 
aro silently written by a slender, 
mysterious finger on a ribbon of 
white jiaper, which passes quickly 
before his eyes. Tho paper ribbon, 
which is about half an inch wide, is 
unwound from a roll and drawn by 
noiseless clockwork over a shelfliko 
desk in front of the operator. 
A delicate glass tube no thicker 
than an ordinary noodle and crooked 
like a bent forefinger, which is sus­ 
pended between the polos of a largo 
upright magnet, moves nervously to 
tho right and left on tho ribbon be­ 
ing drawn beneath it and traces in a 
thin lino of blue ink characters that 
look something like the markings on 
a barometer chart or the quotation 
board of a stockbroker. 
If tho comparatively clumsy im 
strumonts used for land telegraphy 
were used on tho Atlantic cables, 
scarcely one word a minute could be 
transmitted, while with tho recorder 
a speed of from 15 to 25 words a 
minute is regularly maintained. 
The mirror, which is still used on 
somo cables, is tho most dolicato and 
perfect telegraphic instrument over 
invented. It is simply a small neodlo 
suspended in a magnetic coil delicate 
and fragile as a feather caught in a 
spider’s web. 
Tho needle is a piece of watch 
spring three eighths of an inoh long 
suspended by a short thread of co­ 
coon silk and having a small piece of 
silvered glass affixed to it with shel­ 
lac. 
Tho whole thing weighs but 
I 1-2 grains. 
Tho instrument is placed in a dark 
room, and a ray of light from ft lamp 
is focused through ft lens on tho 
mirror and reflected back onto a 
graduated scale. 
The currents of 
electricity sent through tho cable 
enter tho magnetic coil and cause 
tho noodle to be deflected from side 
to side, tho motions boing made to 
form telegraphic characters. 
‘ These minute vibrations are read 
off by an operator, who calls out 
each word as ho receives it to a copy­ 
ist, usually in an adjoining room.— 
New York Dispatch.

T h e V a l u e of R ye — P r ot e e l l i » « M e lon 
a n d C n c u m b e r V in e » —S h e l t e r a n d 
S h a d e f« *r S h e e p i n Sum m er—VV enn- 
I u k l ’ou n g l u n i b a . 


Having had, years before, an un­ 
fortunate exiH*rience In harvesting a 
crop of rye, we resolved that in the 
future hogs, lust« ‘a« l of machinery, 
should harvest it, and with last year’s 
experience with the crop we feel that 
our resolution was a g« K» d on« *. 
During the growing s« *as« » u for tlx* 
rye, the mammoth clover sown In it 
gave very ¡Rx» r promise; it was a « ¡u« *s- 
tiun whether It would stand the com­ 
bined influences against It, that of 
drouth and the rye draw ing the uiois- 
ture*fr« >in tlx* s« » il. That it was h« ‘l«l 
in check on this latter aecount was 
plainly evident from the fact tliat *»n 
the spots w here corn shock s liatl stood 
the clover mad« * a much better growth 
than that in tlx* rye. 
But when tlx* rye had eeasetl to 
draw moisture from the soil then its 
value as a protecting crop b« *« *ame at 
once noticeable. Then the clover in 
the rve began t«> grow very rapi« lly, 
consid<>riug the light rainfall, 
tha t 
growing in the slxx k vacau**les l» **gan 
to fall lK*blnd. and gave evidence «»f 
the scorching h« *at of the sun and ef­ 
fect of the drouth. This was plainly 
noticeable till the <*ool weather of tlx* 
fall came on. Then the unprotected 
clover began to show signs of recruit 
lug. 
But I w ant to speak particularly of 
the w inter protection this rye straw 
gave tlx* clover. Kvery farm er that 
owns clay lands ami has tri« *<! to grow* 
clover on them without |K*rfect a rti­ 
ficial drainage k nows tlx* « liflhulty 
that there Is fr« » in frost lifting. In 
fa« *t, many high ¡s» ints that « lo not 
need the til» * drainage for other **r<»p 
purposes will, uud« *r the intlueuce «»f 
the frost, lift tlx* « -lover out. Fsp« *« *i- 
ally is this tru« * when* the clover has 
b«*«*n closely gra/.« *d tlie previous fall 
atnl left without any pr« *t« *<*tiiig after- 
math. We t*K» k care last winter to 
noti« *e what the fallen rye straw atnl 
volunteer rye wouhl do for tlx* young 
clover In the way of protection. With 
ull k inds of farm animals, tlx* ry« * had 
been well tramjK*« l to tlx* ground. This 
had been aided by tlx* mower being 
passeil over the li«*l«l to destroy tlx* 
weed growth. 
This ii«*l*l is well tile drained, but not j 
yet thoroughly « lone. The «*l«»v«*r grow­ 
ing in the corn slxs-k vacancies was 
unprotect**« l against tlx* «*los«* grazing 
of the animals, and probably on this 
account went into winter weak **r than | 
tlx* other. However that may 
Ik*, it 
suffered much more from w inter fr«*«*z- 
Ing than that pmtected by tlx* ry« * 
straw ; it was lift« *« l to some extent, 
while tlx* crown of the prot« *<*t« *il plant 
remained perfectly flat on tlx* ground 
We have l»«*«*n surpris« *« ! at tlx* quan­ 
tity of forage this ti«*l«l has afforded 
this spring. The drouth 
lias 
Im*cii 
against al! tlx* pastures, atxl while tlx* 
blue grass tinxithy pasturas and mead­ 
ows are browned by the heat and 
drouth, this ciover is still growing j 
vigorously, tlx* brok en and decaying j 
ry« * straw acting as a mulch to prevent 
L*vn|H» mtion. 
We now have twenty-two acres « if 
rye growing that we have h«*w«*«I in i 
mammoth clover. Wo shall lx» g tlx* 
ry« *, atxl lu» p« * by its protection to save 
the clover from l»«‘ing kill« *« l by tlx* | 
drouth. This is clay laud, part of it 
quite thin, and w«* arc satisfied if tlx* 
^ 
drouth continues as severe as it has i 
Ik*« *ii, and tlx* rye is tak en from tlx* j 
laud, that the clover will all p« *rish. 
We ar« * very anxious to save this «*r«»p 
of clover an« l bring the field into a t*»*g I 
ular thre« *-y« *ar rotation. Aft« *r we have I 
H«‘<*ur*»«l <ux* good crop of cl« » v« *r we j 
have but littl« * doubt that we shall Ik* j 
able to k eep up tlx* rotations. 
By handling tlx* ry« * in this way we 
secure, 1m*sx1« *s tlx* advantages of a 
mulch, all the advantages M*eur« *d by 
turning it und« *r while green. We have 
also learne« ! that we u«*«*d not b«* in 
gr« *at baste t«» turn tlx* hogs *»ti it t<* 
prevent waste. This spring, the 2!hi 
of April, we found sound rye in tlx* 
field hogg« *d down last year. Last fall 
oixl winter were unusually dry, which 
favore« ! tlx* preservation of tlx* ry« *. 
But it will stand much more moisture 
without d« H*ay if the straw is n« » t 
tramiK*« ! t« m» much.

The clover grow­ 
ing in the corn shock vacancies was 
Unprotected against the close grazing 
of the animals, and probably on this 
account w ent into winter w eaker than 
the other. How ever th at may lx\ it 
suffered much more from w inter freez­ 
ing than th a t protected by the rye 
straw ; it w as lifted to some extent, 
while the crown of the protected plant 
remained perfectly flat on the ground. 
W e have been surprised a t the quan­ 
tity of forage this field has afforded

spring. T he drouth

blue grass timothy pastures and m ead­ 
ows are browned by th** heat aud 
drouth, this Clover is still growing 
vigorously, the broken and decaying 
rye straw acting as a mulch to prevent 
evnjHimtion. 
We now have twenty-two acres of 
rye growing that we have sowed in 
mammoth clover.

A fter we have 
secured one good crop of clover we 
have but little doubt th at we shall be 
able to keep up the rotations. 
By handling th** rye in this way we 
secure, besides tho advantages of a 
mulch, all the advantages secured by 
turning it under while green. W e have 
also learned that we need not be in 
great haste to turn the hogs on it to 
prevent waste.

S p r o u t e d 
P o t a t o e s . 
It is well known that seed potatoes 
which are stored for late planting 
often become soft, while much of their 
nutritive m atter is exhausted In de­ 
veloping the sprouts which m ust be 
broken off In planting. The first sprout 
is alw ays the strongest and thriftiest, 
hut it often happens I lint these sprouts 
have to lx* removed several tim es be­ 
fore th** potatoes are planted, and 
each tim e some of the vitality of the 
tubers is lost. A com parative test was 
made by Prof. T a tt a t the Michigan 
experiment station last year, when 
two equal lots of potatoes were taken, 
one being left in the cellar, the other 
spread in a dry. Avell lighted, moder­ 
ately warm room, On April JO both 
lots were planted side by side aud the 
plants from th** unsprouted seed came 
up first. lix>kod the hest throughout 
the season, and produced a greater 
am ount of potatoes and a greater pro­ 
portion of large ones with few er ill­ 
shaped tubers. Of course, It hardly 
needed an experiment to dem onstrate 
tin* superiority of unsprouted seed, 
but since no one can afford to grow 
anything but the very best crops It 
would seem to be worth w’hile to take 
every precaution to prevent sprouting, 
or to secure second crop seed from the 
South, which is rarely affected in this 
way.—Garden and Forest.

In the middle of the day, 
some of which are excessively warm, 
it is great luxury and comfort to the 
sheep to b«* afforded a convenient cool 
shed for shade. 
It is very trying to 
the sheep to have to endure the hot 
sun when they have finished their 
morning meal and lie down to rest. 
Not only as a shade is tho shed valu­ 
able. but contrary to the general idea, 
sheep are much troubled aud annoy­ 
ed by flies ami other Insects, and of­ 
ten seek a dark sheltered retreat to 
hide aw ay from these pests. The fly 
which causes grub-in-tlie-head is very 
active in this season, and if the sheep 
are allowed the freedom of a dark e*x>l 
shed it greatly reduces the chances of 
any subsequent trouble from this t**> 
often neglected ailment. From the 
very nature of this disease there can 
scarcely be any satisfactory treat­ 
ment when it once becomes establish­ 
ed. therefore everything reasonable 
should be done to prevent it.

Kiana Im itation of Woo*!. 
A patent has been taken out for a 
singular 
but ingenious 
process for 
making glass veneers. The Invention 
relates primarily to the production of 
ornam ental glass, which 
may be ei­ 
ther sem i-transparent or opaque, and 
is made to represent highly polished 
wood of any description. W hen used 
for veneering, it is particularly adapt­ 
ed 
for vestibule and other doors, the 
exterior of the glass having the ap ­ 
pearance of polished wood, 
while in 
tile 
interior of the house it shows 
semi-transparent. 
The process 
by 
which this m aterial is produced is to 
cloud a sheet of ground or plain glass 
on one side with a liquid dye of the 
proper color to represent any colored 
wood. The dye is applied by means 
of a sponge, which is so manipulated 
as to bring out til** semblance of the 
grain of the wood upon tin* surface of 
glass. 
A badger brush is used to soft­ 
en tile shading. The glass is then cov­ 
ered 
with 
photographers’ 
varnish. 
This leaves the grain clear and fast, 
without the necessity of using any 
genatinous substance,which would ren 
der it liable to crack aud spoil the ef­ 
fect. To complete the operation, the 
glass is slightly heated, and tho va­ 
rious shades required for the particu­ 
lar wood to bo imitated are caused to 
flow over It by means of a syringe. 
The merging of tile shadings Into each 
other is prevented by the heating of 
the glass. The whole is made semi­ 
transparent by the application of an ­ 
other coat of photographers’ varnish, 
which preserves and protects the dyes.

His Identity Discovered. 
The identity of the man found in 
the river near the Crow Wing has 
been established without a doubt, bo­ 
ing a Mr. Parsons, an advent preach­ 
er and peddler. 
His son-in-law, Mr. 
Wheelock, of Annandale, traced him 
to the Devore ford, on the Crow Wing 
river, finding the place where he 
stopped for supper and as his watch 
stopped at about 5 o’clock, it was as­ 
certained that he had about time to 
cover the distance from the man’s 
house to the point where he was sup­ 
pose to have gone into the river. The 
horse came to a house near the ford 
on the evening of July 2nd, and tho 
buggy was found in the river some 
distance below. A box of books and 
other articles was found on the bauk 
where they had floated out after be­ 
ing tipped from the buggy. 
To a St. Cloud Journal-Press man 
Mr. Wheelock told the following 
story: 
“Rev. Parson, who was a minister 
of the church of God, carried a small 
stock of goods with him on his trips, 
which he peddled to the country peo­ 
ple. On July 2nd, he was atDeaver’s 
Ford, seven miles from tbs mouth of 
Crow Wing river. At 2 o’clock that 
afternoon, he left Day’s camp, and 
that was the last time he was seen 
alive. That evening about 8 o’clock 
his horse came to Lundberg's place, 
near the ford, with part of the har­ 
ness on. Some search and inquiry 
was made, but Lundberg was unable 
to find the owner of the horse, and 
advertised it in the Brainerd papers. 
Mr. Whitelock, on learning these 
facts, made a careful investigation, 
and discovered the buggy in the river 
about 200 yards below the crossing in 
twelve feet of water. 
It is supposed 
that Mr. Parson, in attempting to 
cross the river, and not being familiar 
with the ford, got into a deep hole, 
and as the water was both deep and 
swift, the team was carried into still 
deeper water. He had attempted to 
unharness the horse, and had suc­ 
ceeded in getting bim free from the 
vehicle, except one tug. 
The horse 
then pulled out the hook aud saved 
itself, while Mr. Parson was swallow­ 
ed up by the waters. The buggy 
was not upset, and all his books, 
goods, etc., were found in it.”

He Talked Improvements. 
Ambrose Tighe, of the Minnesota 
Water Co., wa* in the city yesterday, 
aud a special meeting of the council 
was called last night at his request, 
but as a quorum failed to be present, 
no action was taken on the sugges­ 
tions made by the gentleman. 
He, 
however, laid his plans fully before 
the five members, present. He stated 
that it was his desire to remove the 
power house from its present location 
to a position at or near the dam, 
which would necessitate an outlay of 
$30,000, as two miles of fourteen inch 
main would have to be put in, start­ 
ing at the corner of Seventh and 
Kingwood streets. Whether he could 
induce the eastern bondholders to do 
this was a question with him, but he 
intended going east to confer with 
them, and desired to know if the city 
would be willing to pay rental for 12 
additional 
hydrants, 
which 
that 
length of main would call for pro­ 
viding it was put in at the request o 
the city, but which could not be col­ 
lected from the city on this plan un 
less an agreement was reached to 
that effect. 
Unless this was done 
there would be no revenue to be de­ 
rived the large outlay of money, anc 
Mr. Tighe feared if some plan of this 
kind was not reached, the bondholders 
could not be induced to look favor* 
bly on the scheme. 
If this could not be done, the gen­ 
tleman asked the councilmen present 
if the city would be willing to pay the 
interest on the bonds now past doe 
to be used for improvements at the 
present site. That is, if he would go 
ahead with his improvements, extend 
the intake pipe into the middle of tho 
river, in order to avoid taking the 
water as is now done from close to 
the shore, and improve the power 
house by raising the building and 
overhauling the pumps, would the 
city, whon this work was done, pay 
this interest due without further de­ 
lay, the work either to be done under 
the direction of the city or the com 
pany themselves as best suited the 
council. 
If this was done, and he 
went ahead and built suitable aud 
substantial filterers, would the city 
pay the interest on the bonds due 
due Jan. I, 189G, without delay, in or­ 
der to pay for the work on the plant ? 
These questions Mr. Tighe desired 
an answer to, in order that he might 
be able to present the matter in an 
intelligent light to the bondholders, 
whom he was going to see, but as no 
quorum was present he could only 
get individual expressions from the 
members present. 
It is altogether probable that Mr. 
Tighe is now in earnest in his desire 
to improve the plant and pat it in a 
position where it will not continue to 
be a source of annoyance to the con­ 
sumers and also to the company, an d 
that arrangements will be made in 
some manner to that effect. Mr. 
Tighe left for St. Paul last night, aud 
will go east in a short time.

The Bank of England. 
A little more than two hundred 
years ago, a number of moneyed per­ 
sons (a “syndicate” we would call 
them now) advanced to the English 
government then in a tight box for 
money on account of foreign wars— 
the sum of $6,000,000, at a stipulated 
rate of interest. 
As a further reward 
for the loan, they wore, on July 27th, 
1694, formed a corporation, and per­ 
mitted to issue notes to the extent of 
their loans to the government, such 
loins being considered tho amount of 
the bank's capital. 
Under this ar­ 
rangement this capital has grown as 
follows: 
In 1708, ii was $8,700,000; 
m 1738, it was $36,400,000; 
in 18]6, 
$53,744,0(0; in 1866, $60,000,000 
In 
1745, owing to the attempt of Charles 
Edward upon Scotland, there was a 
ran upon the bauks, and to gain time, 
payments were made in shillings and 
sixpences. 
In 1797 there was a gen­ 
eral panic; the bank had ouly $6,000,- 
000 in cash, and notes poured in for 
redemption from every quarter; 300 
out of 350 fengiisl; banks failed. 
In 
this crisis, the government oraeied 
suspension of specie payment, and 
though tho notes were at some dis­ 
count, 
universal 
bankruptcy 
was 
averted.

HOW CABLES ARE SENT. 


The Tw o SjittriiM of S ubm arine and O ver­ 
land T eleg rap h y A re V ery D ifferent. 
Tho manner in which messages 
are sent and received over tho trans­ 
atlantic cables between this country 
and Europe is very different from 
that in which telegrams are trans­ 
mitted. 
The two system s of submarine and 
overland telegraphy, although but 
two departments of the one science 
and in many w ays closely connect­ 
ed, are yet entirely different one 
from tho other. 
Tho apjiaratus, the methods of sig­ 
naling 
and even tho telegraphic 
characters that form the alphabet 
are altogether dissimilar, and tho 
most expert land lino operator would 
bo as much at a loss in an attempt 
to send a message over tho cable as 
would a locomotive engineer. 
Instead of the loud clatter and din 
and tho incessant clicking of brass 
sounders so familiar to every one as 
tho distinctive characteristic of a 
telegraph office, thero is in the cable 
office absolute silence so far as the 
manipulation of tho instrum ents is 
concerned. 
Instead of them essago being rattled 
off by the tonguo of a brass sound­ 
er into tho ear of the operator they 
are silently written by a slender, 
mysterious finger on a ribbon of 
white paper, which passes quickly 
before liis eyes. 
Tho paper ribbon, 
which is about half an inch wide, is 
unwound from h roll and drawn by 
noiseless clockwork over a slielfliko 
desk in front of tho operator. 
A delicate glass tulie no thicker 
than an ordinary needle and crooked 
like a bent forefinger, which is sus­ 
pended between tho poles of a largo 
upright magnet, moves nervously to 
tho right and left on tho ribbon be­ 
ing drawn beneath it and traces in a 
thin lino of blue ink characters that 
look something liko the markings on 
a barometer chart or tho quotation 
board of a stockbroker. 
If the comparatively clumsy in 
strumonts used for land telegraphy 
were used on tho Atlantic cables, 
scarcely one word a minute could be 
transmitted, w hile with tho recorder 
a speed of from 15 to 25 words a 
minute is regularly maintained. 
Tho mirror, which is still used on 
somo cables, is tho most delicate anti 
perfect telegraphic instrument over 
invented. It is simply a small noodlo 
suspended in a magnetic coil delicate 
and fragile as a feather caught in a 
ppider’y woh, 
Tho needle is a piece of watch 
spring three eighths of an inch long 
suspended hy a short thread of co­ 
coon silk and having asm allpioco of 
silvered glass affixed to it with shel­ 
lac. 
Tho whole thing weighs hut 
1 1-2 grains. 
Tho instrument is placed in a dark 
iouiii, and a ray of light frum a lamp 
is focused through a lens on tho 
mirror and reflected back onto a 
graduated scalo. 
The curronts of 
eleetrioity sent through tho cable 
enter tho m agnetic coil and causo 
tho noodlo to bo deflocted from sido 
to sido, tho motions being made to 
form telegraphic characters. 
These minute vibrations are read 
off hy an operator, who calls out 
each word as ho receives it to a copy­ 
ist, usually in an adjoining room.— 
New York Dispatch. 
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A special to the Journal from Red­ 
wood Falls, says that Manager Pierce, 
of tho Redwood Falls Base Ball As­ 
sociation 
hijs entered intq a partial 
agreement with the Braiuerd base 
ball club, whereby it is to play three 
games on the grounds in this city 
during the last week in August.

tions of the house no reason for their 
burial can be assigned by the police 
except to hide murder.

H aving had, years before, an un­ 
fortunate experience in harvesting a 
crop of rye, we resolved that in the 
future hogs, instead of machinery, 
should harvest it, and with last year’s 
experience with the crop we feel that 
our resolution was a good one. 
During the growing season for the 
rye, the mammoth clover sown In it 
gave very poor promise; it was a ques­ 
tion whether it would stand the com­ 
bined influences against it, that of 
drouth and the rye drawing the mois­ 
ture-from the soil. That it was held 
in check ou this latter account was 
plainly evident from the fact that on 
the spots w here corn shocks laid stood 
the clover made a much better growth 
than that in the rye. 
Rut when the rye had ceased to 
draw moisture from the soil then its 
value as a protecting crop became at 
once noticeable. Then the clover in 
the rye began to grow very rapidly, 
considering the light rainfall, 
t hat 
growing in the shock vacancies began 
to fall behind, and gave evidence of 
the scorching heat of the sun and ef­ 
fect of the drouth. This was plainly 
noticeable till tin* cool weather of tin* 
fall came on. Then the unprotected 
clover began to show signs of recruit­ 
ing. 
But I want to speak particularly of 
the winter protection this rye straw 
gave the clover. Every farmer that 
owns clay lands and has tried to grow 
clover on them without perfect arti­ 
ficial drainage knows the difficulty 
that there is from frost-lifting. In 
fact, many high pointa that do not 
need the tile drainage for other crop 
purposes will, under the influence of 
the frost, lift tin* clover out. 
Especi­ 
ally is this true where the clover lias 
been closely grazed the previous fall 
and left without any protecting after­ 
math. We took care last winter to 
notice what the fallen rye straw and 
volunteer rye would do for the young 
clover in tlie way of protection. 
With 
all kinds of farm animals, tin* rye had 
been well tramped to the ground. This 
had been aided by the mower being 
passed over tin* field to destroy the 
wved growth. 
This field is well tile drained, but not 
yet thoroughly done. The clover grow­ 
ing in the corn shook vacancies was 
Unprotected against the close grazing 
of the animals, and probably on this 
Recount went into winter weaker than 
the other. However that may be, it 
suffered much more from winter freez­ 
ing than that protected by the rye 
straw; it was lifted to some extent, 
while the crown of the protected plant 
remained perfectly flat on the ground. 
W e have been surprised at tin* quan­ 
tity of forage this field lias afforded 
this 
spring. Tin* drouth 
lias 
been 
against all the pastures, and while the 
blue grass timothy pastures and mead­ 
ows are browned by tin* heat and 
drouth, this ciover is still growing 
vigorously, the broken and decaying 
rye straw acting as a mulch to prevent 
eva i Miration. 
We now have twenty-two acres of 
rye growing that we have sowed in 
mammoth clover. We shall hog the 
rye, and hope by its protection to save 
the clover from being killed by tin* 
drouth. This is elav laud, part of it 
quite thin, and we are satisfied if the 
drouth continues as severe as it lias 
been, and ihe rye is taken from the 
land, that the clover will all perish. 
We are very anxious to save this crop 
of clover and bring tin* field into a reg­ 
ular three-year rotation. After we have 
secured one good crop of clover we 
have but little doubt that we shall he 
able to keep up tin* rotations. 
By handling the rye in this way we 
secure, besides tlie advantages of a 
mulch, all the advantages secured by 
turning it under while green. We have 
also learned that we need not be in 
great haste to turn the hogs on it to 
prevent waste. This spring, the 22*1 
of April, w e found sound rye in the 
field hogged down last year. 
Last fall 
and winter were unusually dry, w hich 
favored the preservation of the rye. 
Rut it will stand much more moisture 
without decay if the straw is not 
tramped too much. 
When rye is left 
to fall by its own weight, aided by 
the wind and rain, it will not lie very 
fiat ou the ground; and unless in con­ 
tact with the soil it will waste but 
very little from decay. 
Our object in growing mammoth 
clover is to secure pasture till tin* 10th 
or loth of June; then take off live 
stock and get a crop of seed. 
We find 
that the volunteer rye, after hogging. 
Is a great help as pasture. The stock 
feed on it early, and. when too hard, 
they fi*ed on the clover till the rve 
heads out and liegins to fill, when they 
again feed on the rye as long as there 
is a head to lie found. 
When the live 
stock Is taken off the mower should 
be run over the field to cut the rye 
stubble left standing by them.—Corre­ 
spondence of the Country Gentleman. 


T u r n ip * A fte r Earl}- R o ta to r* . 
There are several crops which may 
be used successfully after early pota­ 
toes, but none more generally useful 
than turnips. 
It is of course, a root 
crop after a root crop, but where the 
laud has been reasonably cared for no 
danger may 
be apprehended 
from 
this. Turnips for stock feeding are a 
very valuable adjunct to tin* general 
farmer, and are easily cared for. 
It Is 
surprising that they are not more gen­ 
erally grow n by the general farmer. 
In preparing this potato land for 
the turnip seed bed, the pulverization 
must be thorough and to a consider- 
able depth. 
It is always advisable 
to seed with a drill. 
If there is any 
tendency toward caking a roller must 
be used followed by the pulverizing 
harrow; if more clods arc brought to 
the surface they must lie crushed and 
the soil treated as before. With light 
land in good heart a spading harriw 
will be sufficient, unless the ridge 
method has been very pronounced in 
which ease the plow must be used. 
It must be remembered thatMhe po­ 
tato has probably used the available 
fertilizing elements in the fertilizer 
applied for that crop; or, If not, they 
are no longer in an available form, 
particularly for a quick growing crop. 
This is particularly Iruc if tin* pota­ 
to crop has not been a very good one. 
It stands to reason that the turnip 
will make a poor success of utilizing a 
material that the potato has not been 
able to assimilate. 
In considering a fertilizer for any 
crop, the most important considera­ 
tion is tlie actual needs of tin* 
rop 
itself of the three elements of fertility. 
That is: In what proportion will those 
elements exist in the vegetable for­ 
mation. One hundred pounds of nitro­ 
gen in potatoes is accompanied by 177 
pounds 
of potash 
and thirty-nine 
of phosphoric acid. If either of these 
three elements is wanting, the crop 
will be measured by the missing ele­ 
ment. If, for instance, there was no 
available potash in 
the soil, 
there 
would he no potatoes, and the same 
thing is equally true of nitrogen and 
phosphoric acid. 
It is evident that 
potatoes nre heavy potash users. Tur­ 
nips also require a high potash propor­ 
tion; 100 pounds of nitrogen being ac­ 
companied by 228 pounds of potash 
and 72 pounds of phosphoric add. 
It. 
therefore, seems very probable that 
potash will be relatively more deficient 
ufter a potato crop than under normal 
conditions, and that a turnip crop fol­ 
lowing the same should be provided 
with ample quantities of this fertili­ 
zer to supply its relatively large wants. 
Phosphoric acid must also be applied; 
in fact, the minerals are an important 
matter to important root growing. 
These minerals should he applied 
broadcast before spading or plowing 
as the case may be. They should be 
well Incorporated with the soil and n<.r 
applied in the seed drills. Plowing 
under is the most effective treatment 
undoubtedly, and there is little or no 
danger of loss from drainage at this 
season of the year. 
t 


W r n n l i i K Y o u n g L a m b * . 
Concerning the lK*st age to wean 
young lambs little can be said. Their 
varying ages and conditions, together 
with the intended management of the 
flock must enter largely into any dis­ 
cussion which might have for its ob­ 


ject the settlement of this question. 
It is very important to the profitable 
rearing of the lambs that they be 
grown ns rapidly and steadily as pos­ 
sible from birth to maturity. To do 
this and at the same time secure the 
largest profits from mutton lautbs we 
are inclined to the belief that it pavs 
to gain the lambs daily, even if on 
good pasture. W e do not. or have not 
as a rule practiced this. A lamb creep 
is not a difficult thing to construct and 
is a very useful adjunct to the shep­ 
herd's outfit. 
There are so many enemies of the 
sheep now that any one can easily 
s* e the importance of keeping the 
sheep and lambs in a thriving condi­ 
tion. The chances for heavy losses, 
should any disease or malady over­ 
take them, are greatly reduced when 
the sheep are kept in vigorous con­ 
dition. 
When the lambs are taken away 
from the ewes they should he run ou 
fresh feed good hearty pasture. 
In 
addition to this they should receive 
a liberal 
grain ration of bran and 
crushed oats, equal parts. The ew es 
should be turned on short feed so that 
it will have a tendency to reduce the 
production 
of 
milk. The 
heaviest 
milking 
ewes, at least, should be 
this process should be repeated a sec­ 
ond time. 


P r o t e c t i n g 
M elon 
a n d 
C u c u m b e r 
Vine*. 
The 
worst enemy 
the cucumber, 
squash, pumpkin, 
and 
melon vines 
have 
is the little striped 
beetle. 
It 
not only eats the pulp from the under 
side of tin* leaves, but destroys the 
stalk, and if tin* soil Is loose it eats 
the stalk below the ground; there­ 
fore it is a difficult matter to fight it 
with insecticides. 
F o ra garden where 
less than two dozen hills are planted, 
tin safest and cheapest way to pro­ 
tect tin* vines is by a covering of mos­ 
quito netting or cheese cloth, cut into 
pieces i s or 20 inches square. These, 
to add to their durability should be 
first dipped in oil and wrung as dry 
as possible. 
Now take a piece of No. 
12 or 14 wire galvanized if possible 
—(*ut into 20-ineh lengths, 
bend 5 
inches of each end at right angels, and 
set them 2 inches into the ground at 
the corner of each hill. The netting 
is spread over this frame, and the 
edges are covered with a little soil 
to keep It In place. This thin cover­ 
ing. while admitting plenty of light 
and rain as it falls, also keeps out the 
little striped beetles. Cucumbers can 
thus lie protected until they send out 
laterals, and even if the vines press 
against tin* top and sides it does not 
injure them. I’ut on the protectors 
just 
as the 
plants 
are breaking 
through the ground removing them in 
about three weeks. 
Kept in a dry 
place when not in use they will da 
good service eight or ten years. 


S p r o u t e d 
R o t a t o r * . 
It is well known that seed potatoes 
which an* stored for late planting 
often become soft, while much of their 
nutritive matter is exhausted In de­ 
veloping the sprouts which must l>e 
broken off in planting. The first sprout 
is always the strongest and thriftiest, 
but it often haptiens that these sprouts 
have to be removed several times be- | 
fore the potatoes are planted, and 
each time some of the vitality of the 
tubers is lost. A comparative test was 
made by Prof. Tatt at the Michigan 
experiment station last year, when | 
two equal lots of potatoes were taken, j 
one being left in tin* cellar, the other 
spread in a dry, well lighted, moder­ 
ately warm room, (Mi April 20 both ; 
lots were planted side by side and the 
plants from the unsprouted seed came 
up first, looked the best throughout 
the season, and produced a greater 
amount of potatoes and a greater pro­ 
portion of large ones with fewer ill- 
shaped tubers. Of course, it hardly 
needed mi experiment to demonstrate 
the superiority of unsprouted seed, 
but since no one can afford to grow 
anything but the very best crops it 
would seem to lie worth while to take 
every precaution to prevent sprouting, 
or to secure second crop seed from the 
South, which is rarely affected in this 
way.—Garden and Forest. 


S h e lt e r a m i S h a d e f a r S h eep la Sum 
u ier. 
We doubt if all sheep owners appre­ 
ciate tin* benefit of shelter and shade 
for their flocks during the summer 
months. In the middle of the day, 
some of which arc excessively warm, 
it is great luxury and comfort to the 
sheep to be afforded a convenient cool 
shed for shade. 
Ii is very trying to 
the sheep to have to endure the hot 
sun when they have finished their 
morning meal and lie down to rest. 
Not only as a shade is the shed valu­ 
able. but contrary to the general Idea, 
sheep are much troubled and annoy­ 
ed by flies and other insects, and of­ 
ten seek a dark sheltered retreat to 
hide away from these pests. The fly 
which causes grub-in-the head is very 
artlve in this season, and if the sheep 
arc allowed the freedom of a dark cool 
shed it greatly reduces the chances of 
any subsequent trouble from this too 
often neglected ailment. From 
the 
very nature of this disease there can 
scarcely he any satisfactory treat­ 
ment w hen it once becomes establish­ 
ed. therefore everything reasonable 
should he done to prevent it. 


Eeetl i nu T a llo w to n «iiry Cow*. 
The results of many experiments In 
feeding fats and oils to dairy cows 
have proved that the composition of 
the milk depends on the nature of the 
cow. and that any noticed change In 
the fat or other components of the 
milk is merely a temporary one, due 
to the unusual food. Thus linseed, 
cottonseed, 
rape, 
peanut, 
eocoanut, 
palm and oleo oils and stearlne have 
boon successively fed to cows with no 
increase In the yield of butter. 
Lately 
it has been claimed that a dairy ration 
of tallow would increase the fat in the 
milk. 
Rut l ’rof. H. II. Wing obtained 
no sudi result in two careful tests 
with ten different cows of tin* Cornell 
herd, of two breeds, of various ages, 
in various jieriods of lactation, extend­ 
ing over ten weeks, for at least six 
of which each cow ate and relished 
two pounds of shaved clean beef tal­ 
low 
daily 
mixed 
with 
her ground 
grain. 
Hence, the f*****ling of tallow 
to dairy cows will not increase the 
yield of butter, neither will it decrease 
"the yield. 


C u l t i v n t l u g A f t e r R a i n s . 
Every time rain falls all tilled land 
should he cultivated. There are many 
light rains through the summer, which 
wot only the surface of the soil, and 
if this Is not cultivated under, the 
moisture speedily evaporates and is 
lost. This cultivation has also another 
effect in developing nitrates in tlie 
soil. Whatever vegetable matter is In 
tin* soil needs only to be brought into 
contact with oxygen to be decomposed 
and its manurial elements set free. 
There Is also on soil that is cultivated 
frequently a deposit of moisture by 
the atmosphere which it contains, and 
this, being really a dew, alw ays con­ 
tains more ammonia than does ordi­ 
nary rain water. 


D e p t h 
u f P l a n t i n g . 
As improved implements for culti­ 
vating the soil enables farmers to get 
it in better tilth, there is a constant 
tendency to plant too deeply. This to 
some extent offsets the (advantage 
from bettor cultivation. When grain is 
drilled 
the driii wheels sink 
more 
deeply into the finely pulverized seed 
beds, and this lowers the tubes from 
which the seed is distributed. The 
roller to compact the surface ought to 
precede the drill in such cases, and 
even then the drill tulies should be 
raised us much as possible.

In trying to get up a motor suitable 
for an airship an Inventor has evolved 
a lazy man's bicycle. 
All the exertion 
that is required of the rider is to keep 
his balance and steer the machine. 
The power that propels it is furnished 
by a hot-air apparatus so light that it 
adds only twelve )Hiuuds to tin* weight 
of the machine, and so simple that it 
does not mar the symmetry of tho 
wheel in the eyes of tli * bicycle crank. 
W. R. Keep and tin* inventor took « 
spin down Michigan h« ulevurd yester­ 
day afternoon on the fis t motor tan­ 
dem ever seen in Chicago. They at­ 
tracted no end of attention. This tan­ 
dem will really carry three persons - 
two adults and a child. The total 
weight of the machine in traveling or­ 
der is seventy-three pounds. This tan­ 
dem has already covered s.OtH) miles. 
It has been speeded up to forty tivo 
miles an hour, and in tests has climb­ 
ed 10 per cent grades, and has run 
successfully through mud, sand and 
snow. 
'l’hi* jKiwer mechanism Is composed 
of two hot-air engines carried on the 
rear of the frame, cm* on each side of 
the rear wheel. These engines are 2N 
inches in diameter and (5 inches stroke. 
A nickeled tank in front of the op­ 
erator carries tin* coal oil, which is 
conveyed through the frame to the I 
cylinders, when* it is mixed with air. 
A small piimary battery, the same as 
is used with ordinary door bells, is 
carried in tin* tool bag. from which a 
copper wire leads to tin* interior of tin* I 
engines. 
It is a well known law that 
rapid evaporation of any fluid pro- j 
duces cold, tin* more rapid the evap­ 
oration the more Intense tin* cold. This 
engine utilizes this principle. The j 
first or backward movement of thu 
piston or plunger pumps tin* engine j 
full of air and at tin* same time ad­ 
mits the desired charge of coal oil. • 
The same movement produces an eleo- j 
trie spark which vaporizes the coal 
oil and cools the engine. The second 
or forward movement of the piston 
compresses this compound of oil and 
air into one end of the cylinder, when | 
Just as the piston starts backward an­ 
other electric spark explodes the va- j 
por. thus producing power. The ad- | 
mission valve is opened mechanically 
every other time, thus allowing tin* 
burnt gases to escape. The forward 
wheel is 22 inches in diameter, the 
rear wheel 2»» inches. 
Roth are fitted 
with 4-inch pneumatic tires. 
Speed is regulated by throttling the 
oil supply. In making a stop or in 
holding up on a down grade it is only 
necessary to shut off the oil supply 1 
and the electric current; tin* engines 
then act as an automatic brake. The 
motor cycle ridden by \V. A. Maltbv 
at Elmira, N. Y., a few days ago made 
a mile on a straightway track in 38 
seconds. 
The rider’s feet may rest on the 
coasters or jicdals as preferred. The 
pedals do not revolve as on the or­ 
dinary bicycle, but are operated with 
a ratchet, and will not move when tin* 
feet are kept still.

By its use the risk and discern 
fort of frequent changes of tempera­ 
ture incident to tlie renewal of ordin­ 
ary hot applications are entirely ob­ 
viated. 
It can he moistened without 
Injury, and it etin be made to give tin* 
effect of a poultice or moist heat by 
being applied over one or more thick 
nesses of wet flannel. 
It ran be used 
by tiny one with perfect safety, and 
its simplicity and convenience when* 
ever tin* application of artificial heat 
is desired render it especially valuable 
for medical use. The regulation of the 
temperature is effected by a conven­ 
iently placed switch. 
Fads can thus 
be maintained at approximately

A patent has been taken out for a 
singular 
but ingenious 
process for 
making glass veneers. The Invention 
relates primarily to the production of 
ornamental glass, which 
may be ci­ 
ther semi-transparent or opaque, and 
is made to represent highly polished 
wood of any description. When used 
for veneering, it is particularly adapt­ 
ed 
for vestibule and other doors, the 
exterior of the glass having tin* ap­ 
pearance of polished wood, 
while in 
the 
interior of the house it shows 
semi-transparent. 
The process 
by 
which this material is produced is to 
cloud a sheet of ground or plain glass 
ou one side with a liquid dye of tli*? 
proper color to represent any colored 
wood. The dye is applied by means 
of a sponge, which is so manipulated 
as to bring out t 1m* semblance of the 
grain of the wood upon the surface of 
glass. 
A badger brush is used to soft­ 
en the shading. The glass is then cov­ 
ered 
with 
photographers’ 
varnish. 
This leaves the grain clear and fast, 
without tlie necessity of using any 
genatinous substance,which would ren 
der it liable to crack and spoil the e f­ 
fect. To complete tin* operation, the 
glass is slightly heated, and the va­ 
rious shades required for tin* particu­ 
lar wood to be imitated are caused to 
flow over it by means of a syringe. 
The merging of the shadings into each 
other is prevented by the heating of 
the glass. The whole is made semi­ 
transparent by the ipplication of an­ 
other coat of photographers’ varnish, 
which preserves and protects the dyes.

Some years ago flu* natives near 
Bombay g a \e accounts of a wonderful 
flaming creature that they declared 
had been seen sailing through tin* 
heavens, but bad dropped into the son 
and remained there for niauj years 
swimming near shore.

His Identity Discovered. 


The identity of the man found iu 
the river near the Crow Wing has 
been established without a doubt, be­ 
ing a Mr. Parsons, an advent preach­ 
er and peddler. 
His son-in-law, Mr. 
Whitelock, of Annandale, traced him 
to the Devere ford, on tho Crow Wing 
river, finding tho place where he 
stopped for supper and as his watch 
stopped at about 5 o’clock, it was as­ 
certained that he had about time to 
cover tho distance from the man’s 
house to tho point where he was sup­ 
pose to have gone into the river. The 
jorse came to a house near the ford 
on the evening of July 2nd, and tho 
buggy was found in the river some 
distance below. 
A box of books aud 
other articles was found on the bank 
where they had floated out after be­ 
ing tipped from the buggy. 
To a St. Cloud Journal-Press man 
Mr. Whitelock told the following 
story: 
“ Rev. Parson, w ho was a minister 
of the church of God, carried a small 
stock of goods with him on his trips, 
which he peddled to the country peo­ 
ple. 
( )u July 2nd, he was at L e a v e r’s 
Ford, seven miles from tha mouth of 
Crow Wing river. 
At 2 o'clock that 
afternoon, he left Day’s camp, and 
that was the last time he was seen 
alive. 
That evening about 8 o’clock 
his horse came to Luudberg’s place, 
near tho ford, with part of the har­ 
ness on. 
Some search and inquiry 
was made, but Lundberg was unable 
to find the owner of the horse, and 
advertised it in the Brainerd papers. 
Mr. 
Whitelock, on learning these 
faets, made a careful investigation, 
and discovered the buggy in the river 
about 200 yards below the crossing in 
twelve feet of water. 
It is supposed 
that Mr. Parson, in attempting to 
cross the river, and not being familiar 
with the ford, got into a deep hole, 
aud as tho water was both deep and 
■wift, the team was carried into still 
deeper water. 
He had attempted to 
unharness tho horse, and had suc­ 
ceeded in getting him free from tho 
vehicle, except one tug. 
The horso 
then pulled out the hook and saved 
itself, while Mr. Parson was swallow­ 
ed up by the waters. 
The bqggy 
was not upset, and all his books, 
goods, etc., wore found in it.”

He Talked Improvements. 
Ambrose Tighe, of the Minnesota 
Water Co., was iu the city yesterday, 
aud a special meeting of the council 
was called last night at his request, 
but as a quorum failed to be present, 
uo action was taken ou tho sugges­ 
tions made by the gentleman. 
He, 
however, laid his plans fully before 
tho five members, present. 
He stated 
that it was his desire to remove the 
power house from its present location 
to a position at or near the dam, 
which would necessitate an outlay of 
$30,000, as two miles of fourteen inch 
main would have to be put in, start­ 
ing at the corner of Seventh and 
Kingwood streets. Whether he could 
induce tho eastern bondholders to do 
this was a question with him, but lie 
intended going east to coufer with 
Auditor j them, and desired to know if tho city 
would be willing to pay rental for 12 
additional 
hydrants, 
which 
that 
length of main would call for pro­ 
viding it was put in at the request of 
the city, but which could not be col­ 
lected from the city on this plan un­ 
less an agreemeut was reached to 
that effect. 
Unless this was done 
there would be uo revenue to be de 
rived the large outlay of money, and 
Mr. Tighe feared if some plan of this 
kind was not reached, the bondholders 
could not bo induced to look favora 
bly on the scheme. 
If this could not be done, the gen­ 
tleman asked the councilman present 
if the city would be willing to pay the 
interest on the bonds now past due 
to be used for improvements at the 
present site. 
That is, if he would go 
ahead with his improvements, extend 
the intake pipe into the middle of tha 
river, in order to avoid taking the 
water as is now done from close to 
the shore, aud improve the power 
house by raising the building and 
overhauling the pumps, would the 
city, when this work was done, pay 
this interest due without further de­ 
lay, the work either to bo done under 
the diruction of tho city or the com­ 
pany themselves as best suited the 
council. 
If this was done, and he 
went ahead aud built suitable and 
substantial tilterers, would tho city 
pay the interest on the bonds due 
due Jan. 1, 1890, without delay, in or­ 
der to pay for the work on the plant? 
These questions Mr. Tighe desired 
an answer to, in order that he might 
be able to present the matter in an 
intelligent light to the bondholders, 
whom he was going to see, but as no 
quorum was present he could ouly 
get individual expressions from the 
members present. 
It is altogether probable that Mr. 
Tighe is now iu earnest in his desire 
to improve the plant aud put it iu a 
position where it will not continue to 
be a source of annoyance to the con­ 
sumers aud also to the company, and 
that arrangements will be made in 
some maimer to that effect.
